These trees themselves are highly 
inflammable even wJien they are green 
J'hey are still mo re dangero u s when dry. 
Mo st o f them have been cu t and held in 
sto rage fo r several weeks. 


W a x o r tallo w' candles sho u ld no t be 
u sed fo r lighting u p the tree. No r are 
they necessary in these days o f incandes­ 
cent electric bu lbs. As a matter o f co u rse, 
co tto n sho u ld no t be u sed fo r trimming, 
no r fo r tb.e wJiiskers o f clo thing o f Kris 
Ki'ingle. To be safe, u se asbesto s, po w’der- 
cd mica and metal tinsel, rather than 
co tto n o r pap er trimmings. 


One fire departm ent chief su ggests that 
the clo thing o f Kris be sprayed wu th a 
so lu tio n o f w’ater-glas to m ake it partally 
fire-pro o f; tha t a fire extingu isher and

is the indicatio n o f su ccess o r fail­ 
u re seen, bu t rath e r in the evidence o r its 
lack, o f a w'ell planned sto ry to the pu b­ 
lic. Advertising is and may be u sed as 
the criterio n by wiiich any given activity 
dealing with the pu blic can be ju dged fo r 
need, so u ndness and advance. 
“ The percu liar po wder o f a given adver­ 
tisement may be evinced in w’ays co ntrary 
to expectatio ns. Fo r example, o nly ju st 
recently there arrived in the Eagle o ffice 
a 
small 
advertisement 
anno u ncing 
a 
special excu rsio n to Chicago by o ne o f 
o u r natio nal railro ads. It w’as su bsequ ent­ 
ly disco vered th a t no o ne co nnected with 
the 
railro ads 
had 
o rdered 
o r 
planned 
either the advertisement o r the excu rsio n. 
Bu t they did learn o f it very qu ickly fo l­ 
lo wing its pu blicatio n. Telepho ne inqu ir­ 
ies, requ ests fo r reservatio ns and tickets 
came in su ch nu mbers as to cau se frantic 
scu rrying and many lo ng-distance calls. 
Ill fact it became necessary to arrange 
the excu rsio n as planned and su cessfu lly 
co mplete the co ntract as advertised. Need­ 
less to say, it w’as a po werfu l example 
to the railro ad that advertising and the 
Eagle, as their lo cal mediu m, elicited a 
r esp o n se. . . .even tho u gh the ad-making 
machinery w'o rked in reverse gear! 
“ An au tho r, who se name bu t no t w’ho se 
w’o rds, has been fo rgo tten, o ne said: ‘The 
bu sine.s.^ which canno t o r will no t adver­ 
tise. . . .sho u ld advertise that bu siness fo r 
sale.’ In tu rn, advertising is no t the ‘Open, 
S esam e!’ fo r su ccess; no r is it the panacea 
fo r an ill-fo u nded ventu re.
